His full name is “Ahmad Ibn Muhammad Ibn Hanbal Ibn Hilal Ibn Asad 
Ash-Shaybani”. His kunya was Abu Abdillah, since one of his sons was named 
Abdullah. He originated from the family of Dzuhli Ibn Shayban, a lineage that 
claimed themselves from the tribe of Bakr Ibn Wa’'il. He was born in Baghdad, 
in 164 Hijri. He was an orphan at a very young age because his father died in his 
youth. His father was an activist in enjoining people to Islam. With her 
patience, his mother taught and directed him to learn religious knowledge. His 
mother had played important role in bringing him onto the excellent position 


due to his knowledge 


How the Scholars Praised Ahmad bin Hanbal 


Reverence for Imaam Ahmad Ibn Hanbal by His Contemporaries 
Abdullah relayed hearing Abu Zur’ah acclaim, “Your father (Ahmad) memorized 


one million hadiths.” 


Hanbal narrated from Imam Ahmad himself, “I memorize everything that I’ve 


heard from my teacher, Hushaim, throughout his life.” 


Ibrahim Al Harbi remarked on the comprehensive knowledge of Imam Ahmad, 
stating, “I’ve seen Imam Ahmad. Allah has gathered in him knowledge of the 


past and present people.” 


Imam ash-Shafi'i commented, “Ahmad Ibn Hanbal is an imaam in eight matters: 
in hadeeth, in Figh, in the Arabic language, in the Qur'an, in asceticism, in piety, 


and in the sunnah.” 


Imam Ash Shafi’i, reflecting on his departure from Baghdad, said, “When I left 
Baghdad, I didn’t leave a nobler, smarter, and cleverer man than Ahmad Ibn 
Hanbal.” 


Ali Al Madini emphasized Imam Ahmad’s critical role in upholding the faith by 
comparing, “Indeed, Allah has strengthened this religion with Abu Bakr Ash 
Shiddiq on the day of Riddah (when people returned to infidelity) and Allah has 
strengthened this religion with Ahmad Ibn Hanbal on the day of mihnah (when

people were forced to say that the Qur’an is creature) 


Abu Ubaid extolled his scholarly rank, “The peak of knowledge exists on four 


people; and the most knowledgeable one was Ahmad.” 


Ibn Ma’in expressed his admiration and the impossibility of reaching Imam 
Ahmad's stature, “They wanted me to be like Ahmad Ibn Hanbal. By Allah, I 


could never be like him, forever!” 


Abu Hammam As Sukuni praised Imam Ahmad’s unique qualities, “Imam 


Ahmad, I’ve never seen a man like him.” 


Author of Kitab-as-Sunnah, Imam Abu Bakr al-Khallal 

Abu Bakr al-Khallal was one of the Students of Ahmad bin Hanbal's students, 
His documentation on al-Imaam Ahmad bin Hanbal's views eventually reached 
twenty volumes and ultimately led to the preservation of the Hanbali school of 
Islamic law. He was considered the principal Hanbali scholar of his time. 
Ahmad bin Muhammad bin Harun bin Yazid al-Baghdadi, better known as Abu 


Bakr al-Khallal, was one of the Greatest jurists of his time. 
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Al Khallaal said in Kitab al Sunnah (4/57-5/81): 
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(1) I heard Jarir ibn Abdul Hamid say: "Faith is speech and action, and faith 
increases and decreases." It was said to him: "What do you say?" He said: "I say: 


Iam a believer, if Allah wills." 


Ibrahim said: Fudhail bin 'Tyad was asked, while I was listening, about faith? He 
replied, "For us, faith is both internal and external: affirmation with the tongue, 


acceptance with the heart, and action." 


Ibrahim said: I heard Yahya bin Sulaim saying, "Faith is speech and action." 
It was narrated that Ibn Juraij said, "Faith is speech and action." 


I asked Abu Ishaq Al-Fazari about faith, saying, "Is faith speech and action?" He 
replied, "Yes." 


He said: I heard Ibn Al-Mubarak saying, "Faith is speech and action, it varies in 


degree." 
He said: I heard Al-Nadr bin Shumail saying, "Faith is speech and action." 
He said: Al-Khalil Al-Nahwi said, "If I say, 'I am a believer, what remains?" 


I asked Bagiyyah and Ibn ‘Ayyash, and they said, "Faith is speech and action." 


Ibn Taymiyya said (see Majmu’ al Fatawa 13/50-4): “The Companions have established that faith 
increases and decreases, and this is the view of the imams of the Sunnah. Ibn Al-Mubarak used to say: It 
varies, increases, and he refrained from saying "decreases"... That is because the fundamental principle of 
Ahl As-Sunnah is that faith varies in two ways: 


1. From the perspective of the Lord's command 
2. From the perspective of the servant's action 


As for the first, the faith that one believer is commanded with is not the same faith that every individual is 
commanded with. In the beginning, the Muslims were commanded with a certain level of faith, then later 
they were commanded with something else and ordered to abandon what they were previously 
commanded with, like the Qiblah. 


Also, the one upon whom Hajj, Zakah or Jihad is obligatory, it is required from his faith to know what he 
has been commanded with and to believe that Allah has made obligatory upon him what is not obligatory 
on others except in a general sense, but for him the detailed faith regarding it is obligatory. Similarly, when 
a man first embraces Islam, only general affirmation is required from him... So people are not equal in 
what they have been commanded with of faith, and this is one of the fundamental errors of the Murji'ah. 
They assumed that it is one thing and that all those accountable are equal in it. They said: The faith of the 
angels, the prophets, and the most immoral of people is the same, just as when an immoral person utters 
the shahadatayn or recites the opening chapter of the Qur'an, his utterance is like the utterance of others.. 


The second type is people's variance in fulfilling it despite their equality in what is obligatory, and this is 
what is thought to be the point of dispute, but both are points of dispute. In this too they vary, for the faith 
of the thief, the adulterer, and the drinker is not like the faith of others, nor is the faith of the one who 
fulfils the obligations like the faith of the one who falls short in some of them. 
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(2) He said: I said to Hammad, "Did Ibrahim hold your view regarding irja'?" He 
replied, "No, he was doubtful like you." 
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(3) From Tawus, who said, "O people of Iraq, you claim that Al-Hajjaj is a 


believer." 


Mansur reported from Ibrahim, "Sufficient is his blindness, the one to whom 


the matter of Al-Hajjaj is unclear." 


Mansur said, narrating from Ibrahim, who mentioned Al-Hajjaj and said, 


"Unquestionably, the curse of Allah is upon the wrongdoers." [Hud: 18] 
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(4) From Ibn Tawus, from his father, who said, "Faith is like a tree. Its root is the 
testimony, its trunk and leaves are such-and-such, and its fruit is 


scrupulousness (wara’). There is no good in a tree that has no fruit, and there is 


no good in a person who has no wara" 


* Hammaad here is Hammaad b. Abi Sulayman the Murji’ jurist who is speaking about Ibrahim al Nakha’ee 
in this report saying that he was one who had doubt in his Iman intending that he used to make Istithna’ 
saying “I am a believer In Sha Allah” and this is, according to them, impermissible and disbelief according 
to some of them!! And this is why they would label Ah] al Sunnah with “Al Shakkaak” 

3 Tbn Rajab al Hanbali comments on this Athar (see Fath al Bari 1/28): It is known that if something of the

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tree does not lose its name. Rather, it is said: It is a deficient tree, and others are more complete than it.

Similarly, if some of what is included in the meaning of faith (iman) and Islam is removed while the pillars 
of its structure remain, the name of Islam and faith is not completely removed from it, even if the name 
has been stripped from it due to its deficiency. This is unlike the case where its pillars and structure are 
demolished, for then its meaning is completely removed. And Allah knows best. 


(7) From Hanzalah bin 'Ali bin Al-Asqa’, that Abu Bakr 2 sent Khalid bin 
Al-Walid 2s and ordered him "to fight the people over five things. Whoever 
abandoned one of the five, fight him over it as you would fight over the five: 
testifying that there is no deity but Allah and that Muhammad is the Messenger 
of Allah, establishing prayer, giving zakah, and fasting Ramadan." 
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(8) From Ibn Al-Hanafiyyah, who said, "There is no faith for the one who has 


no tagiyyah (caution, dissimulation)."’ 
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(9) From the hadith of Mu'adh bin Jabal, that the Messenger of Allah sz said, 
"Indeed, the head of this matter is to testify that there is no deity but Allah 
alone, without partner, and that Muhammad is His servant and messenger. The 
pillar of this matter is establishing prayer and giving zakah. The peak of its 
hump is jihad in the path of Allah. I have been commanded to fight the people 
until they establish prayer, give zakah, and testify that there is no deity but 
Allah alone, without partner, and that Muhammad is His servant and 
messenger. If they do that, they have protected their blood and wealth from 


me, except by its right, and their reckoning is upon Allah."

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(10) ‘Abdullah said, "I have not seen anyone more overpowering to men of 
understanding than women who are deficient in intellect and religion." It was 
said, "What is the deficiency in her intellect?" He said, "The testimony of two 
women is equivalent to one man." It was said, "What is the deficiency in her 
religion?" He said, "She remains for such-and-such days not praying a single 


prostration to Allah." 
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(11) From Sulaiman bin Buraidah, from his father, who said: The Messenger of 
Allah 3's used to teach them when they went out to the graveyards. He would 
say, "Peace be upon you, O inhabitants of the abodes, from the believers and 
Muslims. Indeed we will join you, if Allah wills." Mu'awiyah bin Hisham said, 
"You have preceded us and we are following you, and we ask Allah for 
well-being for us and you."® 
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(12) My father told me that he heard Abu Hurairah saying: The Messenger of 

Allah yc said, "I have been commanded to fight the people until they testify

He will be 
approached from the direction of his head, and prayer will say, "There is no 
entrance from my direction! Then he will be approached from his right, and 
fasting will say, "There is no entrance from my direction: Then he will be 
approached from his left, and zakah will say, 'There is no entrance from my 
direction! Then he will be approached from the direction of his feet, and the 
performance of good deeds, charity, prayer, kindness, and benevolence towards 
people will say, 'There is no entrance from my direction: It will be said to him, 
‘Sit up. So he will sit up, and it will be as if the sun is about to set. It will be said 
to him, 'Tell us about what we will ask you. He will say, 'Let me pray. They will 
say, ‘You will do that. Tell us about what we will ask you. He will say, "What do 
you want to ask?’ They will say, 'What do you say about this man who was 
among you? What do you testify about him?’ He will say, 'Muhammad?' They 
will say, 'Yes.' He will say, 'I testify that he is the Messenger of Allah ‘2 and 
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that he came with the truth from Allah: It will be said to him, 'Upon that you 
lived, upon that you died, and upon that you will be resurrected, if Allah wills. 
Then a door from the doors of Paradise will be opened for him, and it will be 
said to him, 'That is your place in it, and what Allah has prepared for you in it: 
So he will increase in delight and joy. Then a door from the doors of Hell will 
be opened for him, and it will be said to him, "That would have been your place 
in it, and what Allah would have prepared for you in it, if you had disobeyed 
Him! So he will increase in delight and joy. Then his grave will be expanded for 
him by seventy cubits and illuminated for him.

It will be 
said to him, 'Sit up. So he will sit up, frightened and terrified. It will be said to 
him, 'What do you say about this man who was among you?

It will be said, "The man who was 
among you. He will not be guided to his name until it is said to him, 
‘Muhammad. He will say, 'I don't know. I heard people saying something, so I 
said as the people said: It will be said to him, 'Upon that you lived, upon that 
you died, and upon that you will be resurrected, if Allah wills’ Then a door 
from the doors of Hell will be opened for him, and it will be said to him, 'That 
is your place in it and what Allah has prepared for you in it! So he will increase 
in regret and doom.

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(16) The Messenger of Allah 4: said, "I have been given five things that no one 
before me was given: I have been sent to the red and the black, the earth has 
been made a means of purification and a place of prostration for me, the spoils 
of war have been made lawful for me and they were not lawful for anyone 
before me, I have been aided with terror so that the enemy is terrified of me 
from a distance of one month's journey, and it was said to me: 'Ask and you will 
be given, and I have saved my supplication as intercession for my nation, and it 
will reach those of you, if Allah wills, who do not associate anything with 
Allah." 
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(17) ‘Aisha, may Allah have mercy on her, narrated that the Prophet i’ said, 
"As for the trial of the grave, you will be tested concerning me and asked about 
me. When a righteous man is made to sit in his grave without fear or distress, it 
will be said to him: What did you used to say about Islam? It will be said to him: 
Who is this man who was among you? He will say: Muhammad, the Messenger 
of Allah ,';%2, who came to us with clear proofs from Allah, so we believed him. 
Then an opening will be made for him towards Hell, and he will look at it, with 
parts of it destroying other parts. It will be said to him: Look at what Allah has 
protected you from. Then an opening will be made for him towards Paradise, 
and he will look at its splendor and what is in it.

Then an opening will be made 
for him towards Paradise, and he will look at its splendor and what is in it. It 


will be said to him: Look at what Allah has turned away from you. Then an

Muhammad bin ‘Amr said: Sa'id bin Yasar narrated to me from Abu Hurairah, 
from the Prophet sz, and he mentioned the hadith: "Then they will go to the 
grave. The righteous man will be made to sit and will be questioned, and he 
responded similarly to what is in the hadith of 'Aisha. The evil man will be 
made to sit and will be questioned, and he responded exactly as in the hadith of

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(18) Abu Yunus, the freed slave of 'Aisha, narrated from ‘Aisha that a man said 
while standing at the door, "O Messenger of Allah, I wake up in a state of sexual 
impurity (junub) and I want to fast." The Messenger of Allah sc said, "I also 
wake up in a state of sexual impurity and I want to fast, then I perform ghusl 
and fast." The man said, "You are not like us. Indeed, Allah has forgiven your 
past and future sins." The Messenger of Allah gic became angry and said, "By 


Allah, I hope that Iam the most fearful of Allah among you and the most

knowledgeable of what I should be mindful of” Abu Al-Mundhir said, "And the 


most knowledgeable among you of what I should be mindful of." 
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(19) Abu Dharr said: One night, the Messenger of Allah 2 prayed reciting a 
verse until morning, bowing and prostrating with it: {If You punish them, they 
are Your servants, but if You forgive them, verily You, only You, are the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise.} [Al-Ma'idah: 118] When morning came, I said, "O 
Messenger of Allah, you kept reciting this verse until morning, bowing and 
prostrating with it?" He said, "Indeed, I asked my Lord for intercession for my 
nation, and He granted it to me. It will reach, if Allah wills, whoever does not 


associate anything with Allah." 
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(20) Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah 1:2 said, "Every 
prophet has a supplication that is answered. Every prophet hastened to make 
his supplication, but I have kept my supplication hidden." Ya'la said, "As 
intercession for my nation, and it will reach, if Allah wills, whoever dies 


without associating anything with Allah."

So sincere advice 
and modesty are part of faith, but fasting and prayer are not part of faith?” 

™ Bukhari 4513 Muslim 16. Ibn Rajab says in Jami’ al Ulum wal Hikam 1/145: The intended meaning of 
this hadith is that Islam is built upon these five, so they are like the pillars and foundations of its structure. 
Muhammad bin Nasr Al-Marwazi has narrated it in "The Book of Prayer", and its wording is: "Islam is built 
upon five pillars," and he mentioned it. 


The purpose is to liken Islam to a building, and the foundations of the building are these five. The building 
does not stand without them, and the rest of the characteristics of Islam are like the completion of the 
building. If something is missing from them, the building is deficient but still standing, not being nullified 
by the lack of that, unlike the demolition of these five pillars. Indeed, Islam ceases to exist by losing all of 
them without any problem, and likewise, it ceases to exist by losing the two testimonies. What is meant by 
the two testimonies is faith in Allah and His Messenger. 


It has been mentioned in a narration reported by Al-Bukhari in a (mu'allaq) form: "Islam is built upon 
five: faith in Allah and His Messenger," and he mentioned the rest of the hadith. In a narration by Muslim: 
"Upon five: upon the oneness of Allah," and in another narration by him: "Upon worshipping Allah and 
disbelieving in what is besides Him." 


From this, it is known that faith in Allah and His Messenger is included within Islam, as previously 
established. 


He also says (1/151): The hadith of Ibn 'Umar is used as evidence that when a name encompasses 
multiple things, the name does not necessarily cease to exist by the absence of some of them. This 
invalidates the statement of those who say that if actions were included in faith, it would necessitate that 
faith would cease to exist by the absence of an action that is included in its meaning. 
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(23) From 'Abdullah bin Shagiq, from a man from Balqayn (i.e., Bani al Qayn), 
who said: I came to the Prophet 4:2 while he was in Wadi Al-Qura”, and I 
said, "O Messenger of Allah, what have you been commanded with?" He said, "I 
have been commanded that you worship Allah and not associate anything with 


Him, establish prayer, and give zakah." 
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(24) From An-Nu'man bin Murrah Al-Ansari, that a man was mentioned in the 
presence of the Prophet ,'sz for his modesty. The Messenger of Allah lz said, 


"Indeed, faith has branches, and modesty is a branch of faith."

(25) I heard Waki’ saying, "Faith increases and decreases." He said, "And Sufyan 


used to say the same."® 


The Prophet ts: made these five the pillars and foundations of Islam, and he explained Islam through 
them in the hadith of Gabriel, and in the hadith of Talha ibn 'Ubaidullah in which a Bedouin asked the 
Prophet sc about Islam, and he explained it to him with these five. 


Despite this, those who differ regarding faith say that if one characteristic, or four characteristics other 
than the two testimonies, were absent from Islam, one would not exit from Islam due to that. Some of 
them have narrated that Gabriel asked the Prophet “st about the laws of Islam, not about Islam itself. 
However, this wording has not been authenticated by the imams and critics of hadith, including Abu 
Zur'ah Al-Razi, Muslim ibn Al-Hajjaj, Abu Ja'far Al-'Uqayli, and others.

One group said: Islam is the 
word of the two testimonies, and faith is action. This is narrated from Al-Zuhri and Ibn Abi Dhi'b, and it is 
a narration from Ahmad, and it is the doctrine of Judge Abu Ya'la and others among his companions. 
Similar to this is the saying of Ibn Zaid in the interpretation of this verse, he said: They did not confirm 
their faith with their actions, so Allah responded to them and said: "You have not believed, but say, 'We 
have submitted" [49:14]. He said: Islam is acknowledgment, and faith is affirmation. This is the view of 
Abu Khaithama and others from the people of Hadith. Ibn Hamid, one of our companions, weakened this 
view from Ahmad and said: The correct view is that his doctrine is that Islam is speech and action, anda 
single narration. However, not all actions are included in Islam as they are included in faith. He mentioned 
that what is explicitly stated by Ahmad is that he does not consider the one who abandons prayer to be a 
disbeliever. Prayer is one of the characteristics of faith, not Islam, and likewise, avoiding major sins is a 
condition of faith, not Islam. This is what he said, and most of our companions hold that the apparent 
doctrine of Ahmad is to consider the one who abandons prayer to be a disbeliever. If prayer were not part 
of Islam, the one who abandons it would not be considered a disbeliever according to him. The texts 
indicating that actions are included in Islam are very numerous. 


A group held the view that Islam is general and faith is specific, so whoever commits major sins exits from 
the specific circle of faith to the general circle of Islam. This is narrated from Abu Ja'far Muhammad bin Ali, 
and Ibn Nasr Al-Marwazi weakened it due to its narrator from him, who is Fudayl bin Yasar, and he 
criticized him. Something similar to this was also narrated from Hammad bin Zaid. It was also narrated 
from Ahmad, for he said in the narration of Al-Shalanji regarding the one who commits major sins: He 
exits from faith and falls into Islam. Hanbal transmitted its meaning from Ahmad. This narration was 
interpreted by Judge Abu Ya'la, and others affirmed it. It is the choice of Abu Abdullah bin Battah, Ibn 
Hamid, and others among the companions. 


Another group said: The difference between Islam and faith is that faith is affirmation, the affirmation of 
the heart, so it is the knowledge and action of the heart, while Islam is submission, surrender, and 
compliance, so it is the action of the heart and limbs. This is the view of many scholars, and Abu Al-Fudayl 
Al-Tamimi narrated it from the companions of Ahmad. It is the view of groups of theologians. However, the 
theologians hold that actions are not included in faith but are included in Islam. As for our companions 
and others from the people of Hadith, they hold that actions are included in faith, with their disagreement 
regarding their inclusion in Islam, as mentioned before. Therefore, many scholars said: Islam and faith 
differ in their indication when they are singular and when they are combined. If one of them is singular, 
the other is included in it, and if they are combined, they are two things at that time. 


With this, the hadith of Gabriel's question about Islam and faith is reconciled, where the Prophet <ty:t 
differentiated between them, and the hadith of the delegation of Abd Al-Qays, where the Prophet lst 
interpreted singular faith with what he interpreted combined faith in the hadith of Gabriel. Abu Bakr 
Al-Isma’'ili narrated this view from many of the people of the Sunnah and the community, and something 
indicating it was narrated from Abu Bakr bin Abi Shaybah. It is the closest of the views on this issue and 
the most similar to the texts, and Allah knows best. 


The view of differentiating between Islam and faith is narrated from Al-Hasan, Ibn Sirin, Sharik, Abd 
Al-Rahman bin Mahdi, Yahya bin Ma'in, Mu'ammal bin Ihaab, and it was also narrated from Malik. It was 
previously narrated from Qatadah, Dawud bin Abi Hind, Al-Zuhri, Ibn Abi Dhi'b, Hammad bin Zaid, Ahmad, 
and Abu Khaithama. Likewise, Abu Bakr bin Al-Sam'‘ani narrated it from the people of the Sunnah and the 
community as a whole. 


The narration of Ibn Nasr and Ibn Abd Al-Barr from the majority equating between them is not good. 


Rather, it has been said that differentiating between them is the only view narrated from the 
predecessors, and Allah knows best. 
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(88) From Ibn ‘Abbas, from 'Umar, that he said, "We used to recite: Do not turn 


away from your fathers, for indeed, it is disbelief on your part. Or: Indeed, it is 


disbelief on your part to turn away from your fathers." 
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(89) From Abu Hurairah, that the Prophet tz said, "Whoever approaches a 
menstruating woman, a woman in her anus, or a soothsayer, has disbelieved in 


what was revealed to Muhammad 2st2.."°° 
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(90) From Abu Hurairah, that the Messenger of Allah s';2 said, "Whoever 
approaches a soothsayer and believes what he says, or approaches a 
menstruating woman, or approaches a woman in her anus, has disassociated 


from what was revealed to Muhammad 2522." 


3° Al Tirmidhi 135 comments saying: “We do not know this hadith except from the narration of Hakim 
Al-Athram from Abu Tamimah Al-Hujaimy from Abu Hurayrah. The meaning of this (hadith) according to 
the people of knowledge is to emphasize the severity (of the sin).

Raahuuyah said after mentioning this hadith: “If a man is afflicted 
and commits that with his wife or slave girl, let him sincerely repent, for am not certain that it is not 
disbelief (kufr). If some people hold the view that this, if deemed permissible, amounts to disbelief, then 
they have adopted a good stance.”

(92) From Al-Hasan, that Abu Bakr said, "Do not turn away from your fathers,

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(93) From Abu Bakr As-Siddiq, who said, "Disbelief in Allah is claiming a 
lineage that is not known, and disbelief in Allah is disowning a lineage, even if it 


is remote." 


(94) From ‘Abdullah bin 'Amr, who said, "Whoever drinks wine and becomes 


intoxicated from it, no prayer will be accepted from him for forty nights."*' 


31 A] Marwazi said in Ta’dheem Qadr al Salaah 2/588: “An analogous example is his saying: "Whoever 
drinks wine, his prayer will not be accepted for forty days." Ifa man were to drink wine and then come 
seeking a legal opinion (fatwa), it would not be permissible to say to him, "Abandon prayer for forty days, 
for if you pray, it will not be accepted from you." Rather, there is consensus that he must pray, and if he 
prays, his prayer is valid, and he is not required to repeat the prayers of forty days. His saying, "His prayer 
will not be accepted," is interpreted to mean that he will not be rewarded for his prayers for forty days as 
a punishment for drinking wine. This is similar to what they said about one who speaks on Friday while 
the imam is delivering the sermon: he prays the Friday prayer, but there is no Friday (reward) for him, 
meaning that he is not given the reward of the Friday prayer as a punishment for his sin. Another similar 
example is his je saying: "You will not believe until you love one another, and none of you will believe 
until he loves for his brother what he loves for himself." 
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(95) On the authority of Ibn Abbas, that he said to his servants: "Whoever 
among you wants to marry, we will marry him off. No adulterer among you will 
commit adultery except that Allah will remove the light of faith from him. If He 
wills to return it to him, He will return it, and if He wills to withhold it from 
him, He will withhold it." 
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(96) I heard Abu Hurairah saying, "The adulterer does not commit adultery 


while he is a believer when he commits adultery, and the thief does not steal 


while he is a believer when he steals." 'Ata said, "Faith is removed from him."

A group of those who 
preceded have narrated that they said: Ifa person commits adultery, faith is removed from him. If he 
repents, Allah returns it to him. All of that is evidence that faith increases and decreases, while Islam is not 
like that. Don't you see the saying of the Prophet <t%: "Between a servant and disbelief (kufr) is 
abandoning prayer. Whoever abandons prayer has indeed disbelieved." And from Ibn Mas'ud, who said: 
"Indeed, Allah the Exalted has paired zakat (obligatory charity) in His Book with prayer. Whoever does 
not give zakat, there is no prayer for him. 


"Ibn Taymiyya said in Majmu’ al Fatawa 7/240: Those among the predecessors who said that they 
(sinners) have left faith for Islam did not say that no trace of faith remains with them. Rather, this is the 
view of the Khawarij and the Mu'tazilah. The people of the Sunnah who said this also say that the sinners 
will leave the Fire through intercession and that they have faith by which they will leave the Fire. However, 
the term "faith" is not applied to them in an absolute sense because absolute faith is that by which a 
person deserves reward and entry into Paradise, and they are not among its people. They are included in 
the address of faith... The reality is that one who is not truly among the believers is said to be a Muslim, 
and he has faith that prevents him from abiding eternally in the Fire. This is agreed upon among the 
people of the Sunnah. However, is the term "faith" applied to him? This is what they disputed... 

As for the Khawarij and the Mu'tazilah, they expel them from the term "faith" and "Islam" because, 
according to them, faith and Islam are one. So if they leave faith according to them, they leave Islam. 
However, the Khawarij say that they are disbelievers, while the Mu'tazilah say that they are neither 
Muslims nor disbelievers, placing them in a station between the two stations. 
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(120) 'Umar bin Al-Khattab said, "Whoever claims that he is a believer is a 
disbeliever*, whoever claims that he is in Paradise is in the Fire, and whoever 
claims that he is a scholar is ignorant." A man argued with him and said, "If they 
take away the authority, then we have Paradise."

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*’ Ibn Taymiyya said in Iqtida’ Sirat al Mustaqeem 1/237: His saying: They are disbelief (kufr) by them. 
That is, these two characteristics are disbelief that exist among the people. The two characteristics 
themselves are disbelief as they are among the actions of the disbelievers and they exist among the 
people. However, not everyone who possesses a branch of the branches of disbelief becomes an absolute 
disbeliever until the reality of disbelief is established in him. Similarly, not everyone who possesses a 
branch of the branches of faith becomes a believer until the foundation of faith is established in him. 
There is a difference between disbelief (al-kufr) defined by the definite article "al" as in his saying jlyt: 
"There is nothing between the servant and disbelief - or polytheism - except abandoning prayer" and an 
indefinite disbelief in the affirmative sense.

So the Prophet 
Als clarified for him what he was ignorant of.

(427) From Hudhaifah, who said: The Messenger of Allah s'42 told us two 
things. I have seen one of them and I am waiting for the other. He told us, 
"Trustworthiness descended into the depths of men's hearts, and the Qur'an 
was revealed. They learned from the Qur'an and learned from the Sunnah." 
Then he told us about its removal, saying, "A man will sleep a sleep, and 
trustworthiness will be taken from his heart, leaving its trace like a trace of a 
black spot. Then a man will sleep a sleep, and trustworthiness will be taken 
from his heart, leaving its trace like a blister, as if you rolled an ember onto your 
foot and you see it swollen, but there is nothing in it." Hudhaifah said: Then he 


took a pebble and rolled it over his leg. He said, "Then the people will engage 
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in transactions, and hardly anyone will fulfill the trust, until it will be said: 
Among the sons of so-and-so there was a trustworthy man. And it will be said 
about a man: How strong, intelligent, and noble he is! While he does not have 
an atom's weight of faith in his heart. Indeed, there came upon me a time when 
I did not care which of you I made a transaction with. If he was a Muslim, his 
Islam would make him fulfill it, and if he was a Jew or Christian, his supervisor 
would make him fulfill it. As for today, I would not make a transaction with any 


of you except so-and-so and so-and-so."* 
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(428) I witnessed Abu Sa'id Al-Khudri saying: I heard the Messenger of Allah 
Als saying, "The prophets will intercede for everyone who testified that there 
is no deity worthy of worship except Allah sincerely, to bring them out of it [the 


Fire]. Then Allah will have compassion with His mercy upon those in it, and 


°° Abu Ubayd said in Gharib al Hadith: Al-Asma’i and others said: The core of men's hearts. The core 
(jathr) is the root of everything. [Zuhayr said: (in al-Tawil meter) And two ears in which nobility is 
recognized ... down to a core (jathr) with polished, sharpened hooves. He means the horn of a cow that he 
described.] Abu Amr said: It is al-jithr with a kasrah, while al-Asma'i says: It is with a fathah. And his 
saying: Like the trace of al-wakt. Al-wakt is the trace of a small thing from it. Al-Asma'i said: It is said 
about unripe dates when ripening begins to appear in them: unripe dates (busr) muwakkat.

Moreover, it was not permissible for him to give the 
pledge of allegiance to everyone and make him a caliph while he does not see or approve of anyone after 
Umar. So how can this be interpreted about him? Rather, his view in this is that he meant the pledge of 
allegiance for buying and selling. He only mentioned trustworthiness and that it has disappeared from 
people. He says: I do not trust anyone today [to entrust him] with buying or selling, except so-and-so and 
so-and-so, referring to the lack of trustworthiness among people. 

And his saying: His collector (sa'i) will bring him back to me, meaning the governor over him. He says: He 
will give me justice from him even if he has no Islam. And everyone who is in charge of something over a 
people is a collector (sa'i) over them. This is most often said about the collectors of charity (sadaqah): 
they are the collectors (su'at). 
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He will not leave in it any servant who has an atom's weight of faith in his heart, 


except that He will bring him out of it."

The righteousness of the movements of the heart necessarily leads to the righteousness of the movements 
of the limbs. When the heart is righteous and contains nothing but the will of Allah and the will of what He 
wants, the limbs will only be motivated towards what Allah wants. They will hasten to what pleases Him 
and refrain from what He dislikes and from what may be disliked by Him, even if they are not certain 
about it. 

Al-Hasan said: I do not look with my eyes, speak with my tongue, strike with my hand, or rise upon my 
feet until I consider whether it is an act of obedience or disobedience. If it is obedience, I proceed, and if it 
is disobedience, I refrain. 

Muhammad bin al-Fad] al-Balkhi said: I have not taken a step for other than Allah @ for forty years. It was 
said to Dawud al-Ta'i: Why don't you move from the shade to the sun? He said: These are steps that I do 
not know how they will be recorded. 

When the hearts of these people became righteous and contained no will other than the will of Allah 2 
their limbs became righteous and did not move except for Allah Fl and for what pleases Him. And Allah the 
Exalted knows best. 
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(459) From Ka’'b, who said, "Whoever establishes prayer, gives zakah, listens 
and obeys, he has taken a moderate course in faith. Whoever loves for the sake 
of Allah, hates for the sake of Allah, gives for the sake of Allah, and withholds 
for the sake of Allah has completed faith." 
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(460) From Anas, who said: The Prophet 4 never delivered a sermon without 
saying, "There is no faith for the one who has no trustworthiness, and there is

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(461) From ‘Abdullah bin Abi Zakariyya, who said: It has reached me that if a 
man is pleased with something from his deeds, Allah nullifies what was before 


that. 
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(462) From Al-Hasan, from 'Imran bin Husain: He saw a copper ring on a man's 
hand. He said, "What is this?" He said, "It is for weakness." He said, "Indeed, it 
will only increase you in weakness. If you had died while believing it benefits 


you, you would have died upon other than the natural disposition (fitrah)." 
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(463) From Abu Dhabyan, that Hudhaifah entered upon a man to visit him in 
his illness and saw that he had put a string on his upper arm for which an 
incantation had been done.

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(464) From Jabir bin Samurah: A man killed himself, and the Prophet sz did

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(465) From Zaid bin Khalid Al-Juhani: A man from Ashja’, one of the 
companions of the Prophet Az, died on the day of Khaibar. That was 
mentioned to the Prophet sz and he said, "Pray over your companion." The 
faces of the people changed because of that. He said, "Your companion 
embezzled in the path of Allah." We searched his belongings and found some

°7 Al Tirmidhi comments on this report saying: “This is a good hadith. The scholars differed regarding this.

°8 Ibn Rajab says in Jami’ al Uloom Wal Hikam p.480: A group of those who lean towards Irja' (postponing 
judgment) interpreted this hadith as referring to the hypocrites who were present during the time of the 
Prophet sez. They narrated to the Prophet jst, but they lied to him; he entrusted them with his secrets, 
but they betrayed him; and they promised to go out with him in battle, but they broke their promise. 
Muhammad al-Muhrim narrated this interpretation from ‘Ata' and mentioned that he said: Jabir narrated 
it to me from the Prophet ,s.. He also mentioned that al-Hasan retracted his opinion in favor of 'Ata''s 
opinion when it reached him (6). This is a lie, and al-Muhrim is a well-known liar. It has been narrated 
from ‘Ata’ through two other weak routes that he denounced al-Hasan's statement: "Whoever has three 
characteristics is a hypocrite." He said: The brothers of Joseph narrated, but they lied; they promised, but 
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(469) From Zaid bin Wahb, who said: A man from the hypocrites died and 
Hudhaifah did not pray over him. 'Umar said to him, "Is he one of the people?" 
He said, "Yes." He said, "By Allah, am I one of them?" He said, "No, and I will not

they broke their promise; and they were entrusted, but they betrayed, yet they were not hypocrites. This 
is not authentic from ‘Ata’, and al-Hasan did not say this on his own; rather, it reached him from the 
Prophet lsc&. 

The hadith is established from him {’s:% without any doubt about its authenticity and soundness. The 
reliable scholars explained that hypocrisy in the language is a type of deception, plotting, showing 
goodness, and concealing the opposite. In Islamic law, it is divided into two types: 


Major hypocrisy: It is when a person outwardly shows faith in Allah, His angels, His books, His 
messengers, and the Last Day, while inwardly concealing what contradicts all or some of that. This is the 
hypocrisy that existed during the time of the Prophet ss, and the Qur'an was revealed condemning its 
people and declaring them disbelievers. It was reported that they will be in the lowest depths of the Fire. 
Minor hypocrisy: It is the hypocrisy of deeds. It is when a person outwardly shows righteousness while 
inwardly concealing what contradicts it. The origins of this hypocrisy go back to the characteristics 
mentioned in these hadiths, which are five: 


a. Narrating a hadith to someone who believes him while he is lying to him. 

b. Breaking a promise, which is of two types: Promising with the intention of not fulfilling the promise, 
which is the worst type of breaking a promise. Promising with the intention of fulfilling it, but then 
changing one's mind and breaking the promise without a valid excuse. 

c. When arguing, he behaves immorally, meaning that he deliberately deviates from the truth until the 
truth becomes falsehood and falsehood becomes truth. 

d. When making a covenant, he acts treacherously and does not fulfil the covenant. 

e. Betrayal of trust. When a man is entrusted with something, it is obligatory upon him to fulfil it, as Allah 
the Exalted said: "Indeed, Allah commands you to render trusts to whom they are due". The Prophet Alt 
said: "Return the trust to the one who entrusted you." 
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(471) From Ibn Mas'ud, that he said, "Three qualities, whoever has them is a 
hypocrite: if he speaks, he lies; if he makes a promise, he breaks it; and if he is 
entrusted, he betrays." 'Abdullah bin 'Amr bin Al-'As said - Al-Hasan said, "And 


if he argues, he is immoral; and if he makes a covenant, he betrays it." 
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(472) From Al-Hasan, from the Prophet 2, who said, "Three qualities, 
whoever has them is a hypocrite, even if he fasts, prays, and claims to be a 


Muslim: whoever lies when he speaks, breaks a promise when he makes it, and 


betrays a trust when he is entrusted." 
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(473) Al-Hasan said, "When the people saw this hypocrisy overpowering faith, 


they had no concern other than hypocrisy." 
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(474) "A sign of hypocrisy and among the traits of hypocrisy is to dislike being 


criticized and to love being praised." 
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(475) Al-Ash'ari said, "For me to pray to a pillar is more beloved to me than 


drinking wine." 
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(476) The Messenger of Allah 4s said, "A sign of the hypocrite is hatred for the 


Ansar, and a sign of faith is love for the Ansar." 
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(477) The Messenger of Allah iz said, "The people will be in drought, then 
Allah will send down upon them sustenance from His sustenance, and they will 
become polytheists in the morning." It was said to him, "How is that, O 
Messenger of Allah?" He said, "They will say: We have been given rain by the 


rising of such-and-such star." 
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(478) Hudhaifah was asked, "What is the hypocrite?" He said, "The one who 


describes Islam but does not act upon it." 
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(479) ‘Abdullah said, "Consider the hypocrite by three qualities: if he speaks, he 
lies; if he makes a promise, he breaks it; and if he makes a covenant, he betrays 
it." Then he recited: {And among them are those who made a covenant 


with Allah, [saying], "If He should give us from His bounty, we will surely 
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spend in charity..."} [At-Tawbah: 75] until His statement: {...because they 
used to lie.} [At-Tawbah: 77] 
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(480) I heard Abu 'Uthman saying, "Hudhaifah used to cause the hypocrites to 


despair." 
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(481) "Four (traits), whoever possesses them is a pure hypocrite, and if he has 
one of them, he has a trait of hypocrisy until he abandons it: When he 
promises, he breaks his promise; when he speaks, he lies; when he argues, he is 


immoral; and when he makes a covenant, he betrays it." 
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(482) On the authority of Hudhayfah, who said: "The hypocrites among you are 
worse than the hypocrites who were in the time of the Messenger of Allah 
lst." We said: "And how is that, O Abu Abdullah?" He said: "Indeed, those 
people used to conceal their hypocrisy, while these people have declared it 


openly." 
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(483) Al-Hasan said: "They used to say: Among hypocrisy is the difference 
between the tongue and the heart, the discrepancy between the private and the 


public, and the difference between entering and exiting."

If he knew the reality of hypocrisy and its ultimate 
end, he would perceive it in his heart. Love for singing and love for the Qur'an have never coexisted in a 
heart except that one expelled the other. 
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(488) Abdullah said: "Singing grows hypocrisy in the heart. 
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(489) On the authority of Ibn Mas'ud, who said: "Singing grows hypocrisy in the 
heart as water grows plants, and indeed, remembrance (of Allah) grows faith in

He 
said: "O Ibn Umar, then what is a believer?" He said: "The one who, when he 
speaks, he is truthful; when he promises, he fulfills; and when he is entrusted, 
he discharges (the trust). He is safe from whoever ends the day with a 


punishment, whether known or unknown." 
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(491) On the authority of Al-Hasan, that the Prophet ““s said: "Three (traits), 
whoever possesses them, he is a hypocrite, even if he prays, fasts, and claims 
that he is a Muslim: When he speaks, he lies; when he promises, he breaks his 


promise; and when he is entrusted, he betrays." 
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(492) I heard Al-Hasan say: "By Allah, no believer has begun the day on the face 


of the earth, nor ended the day on its face, except that he fears hypocrisy for 


himself.

6° Ibn Rajab said in Fath al Bari 1/192: The meaning of this chapter according to Al-Bukhari: A refutation 
against the Murji'ah (a theological sect) that a believer considers himself to have complete faith, and that 
his faith is like that of Jibreel (Gabriel) and Mikaeel (Michael), and that he does not fear practical 
hypocrisy for himself as long as he is a believer. 

The origin of this goes back to what was mentioned before, that hypocrisy is minor and major. Minor 
hypocrisy is hypocrisy of action, which is what these people feared for themselves, as it is the door to 
major hypocrisy. So there is fear for those who are overwhelmed by the characteristics of minor hypocrisy 
in their life, that it may lead them to major hypocrisy, causing them to completely renounce faith. 
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(496) On the authority of Abdullah bin Amr, who said: The Messenger of Allah 
Aus Said: "Four (traits), whoever possesses them, he is a pure hypocrite. And 
whoever has one of these traits, he has a trait of hypocrisy until he abandons it: 
When he speaks, he lies; when he makes a covenant, he betrays it; when he 


promises, he breaks his promise; and when he argues, he is immoral." 
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(497 | 498) On the authority of Abu Wa’il, he was invited to a wedding feast, and 
he saw entertainers (la'abeen), so he left.

Iman that is considered to be from what Ahmad had relayed for Ibn Abi Rimzah. 

Our companions 
strongly rejected it, and the most severe among them were Maymun bin Mihran 
and Abdul Kareem bin Malik. As for Abdul Kareem, he made a covenant with 


Allah that he would not share a roof with him except in the mosque. 


Maail said: I performed Hajj and visited Ata’ bin Abi Rabah with a group of my 
companions. He was reciting Surah Yusuf, and I heard him recite this verse: 
(Until when the messengers despaired and thought that they were denied) 
[12:110] with Takhfif (without emphasizing the letter w). I said, "We have a need 
from you, so give us privacy," and he did so. I informed him that some people 
before us had innovated, spoken, and said that prayer and Zakat are not part of 


the religion. 


He said, "Does Allah not say: (And they were not commanded except to 
worship Allah, [being] sincere to Him in religion, inclining to truth, and to 
establish prayer and to give Zakah) [98:5]? So prayer and Zakat are part of the 


religion." 
I said to him, "They say there is no increase in faith." He replied, "Has Allah not 


said in what He revealed: (And it increased them in faith) [9:124]? So what is 


this faith that increased them?" 
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I said, "They have attributed their view to you, and it reached me that Dharr 
visited you with his companions, presented their view to you, and you 
accepted it and said this matter." He said, "No, by Allah, other than Whom there 


is no deity, this did not happen" - two or three times. 


Then I went to Medina and sat with Nafi’. I said to him, "O Abu Abdullah, I have 
a need from you." He asked, "Is it private or public?" I said, "No, it is private." He 


said, "Many a secret in which there is no good." I said to him, "It is not like that." 


After we prayed Asr, he stood up, took my hand, exited through the small door, 
and did not wait for the storyteller. He said, "What is your need?" I said, "Give 
me privacy from this." He said, "Step aside, O Amr." I mentioned to him the 


beginning of their view. 


He said, "The Messenger of Allah ;'y said: 'I have been commanded to fight 
the people until they say: 'None has the right to be worshipped but Allah. 
Whoever says: 'None has the right to be worshipped but Allah, his life and 
property will be protected by me except for a legal right, and his account will 
be with Allah." 


I said, "They say: We acknowledge that prayer is obligatory, but we do not pray; 
that alcohol is forbidden, but we drink it; and that marrying mothers is 
forbidden, but we do it." He pulled his hand away from mine and said, 


"Whoever does this is a disbeliever." 


Ma’qil said: Then I met Az-Zuhri and informed him of their view. He said, 
"Glory be to Allah! Have the people started engaging in these arguments?" The 
Messenger of Allah 4% said: "The adulterer is not a believer while committing 
adultery, the thief is not a believer while stealing, and the drinker is not a 


believer while drinking alcohol." 
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Ma’qil said: Then I met Al-Hakam bin Utaybah. I said, "Maymun and Abdul 
Kareem were informed that some Murji'ah visited you, presented their view to 
you, and you accepted it." He said, "Did Maymun and Abdul Kareem accept that 


about me?" I said, "No." 


He said, "Twelve men among them visited me while I was ill. They said, 'O Abu 
Muhammad, has it reached you that a man came to the Messenger of Allah 2% 
with a black or Abyssinian female slave and said: "O Messenger of Allah, I have 
to free a believing slave. Do you consider this one a believer?" The Messenger 
of Allah ,';2 said to her, "Do you testify that there is no deity but Allah?"

Do you think there are three people among the people who fear 
the same as you do? By Allah, no man ever felt secure from having his faith

It was said to him: Ibn Al-Mubarak used to 
say: Faith varies in degrees. So he went to him and said: I told them: When I go 
to Iraq, I will meet Abu Abdullah, and whatever he commands me to do, I will 
follow it. Then he came and said to Abu Abdullah: Give me an argument so that 
when I go to the people of Marw, I can inform them. Abu Abdullah dictated 


these hadiths and said to me: Deliver them to him.
